OFFIGIAL PATRONAGE DEPRECATED. 
A certain livelinces marked the 
proceedings at the general mecting of 
the League of Fellowship held in the 
old Chamber of’ Commerce Room at 
the City Hall last evening. Th. 
Chairman thought, it “disastrous” 
that such 6 delicate question as that 
of the existence of racial disabilities 
in Hongkong should have been intro- 
duced but the keenness of the discus- 
sion was proof at ‘any rate of tho 
League's vitality. Further evidence 
that the League is a lusty intaont 
was fumished by the spirited 
endeavour of one member to kick 
off the swaddling clothes of official 
“patronge. The President (the Hon, 
‘My, H. E. Pollock, K.C.) was in the 

chair, * , o F 
Opening the meting the Chairman 
referred with satisfaction to the latest 
news from Washington and said that 
- ‘everyone would be glad if agreement 
werg: reached at the Conference for 
‘the maintenance of the open door in 
China and equal opportunities for all 
the Powers; they trusted that China 
might soon. become united and be 
ablé to speak with one united voice 

in the councils of the nations. 
INTERNATIONAL OLUB SCHEME. 
Mr, Pollock mentioned that some 
of the’ aspirations of the League of 
Fellowahip were the establishment of 
, an international club, open to all. 
Pho Chinese members desired. an 
’ industrial institute in Kowloon for 
boys ‘and girls. under 18 (Uhinese 
‘ reckoning); it would take the 
_ place of a reformatory for boys 
and that it was needed was de- 
I! monatrated by the fact that between 
+ January lat, 1920; and | September 
i. 80, 1921, over 500 boys under 18 were 
sent to prison in the Colony. It was 
hoped to gef a site from the Govern- 
| ‘ment, , A suggestion had also been, 
; made of utilising the cinema theatres 
+ during the day, until 4 p.m.,. for 
t educational lectures to Chinese 
H children whose parents were at work, 
It was thought thot elementary in- 
struction could be given in Chinese 
characters and sentences, geography, 
history, nationel history, and. trades. 
Teachers provided by the Govern- 
ment, it was thought, could give 
-anitable instruction b.tween the 
pictures and some, sort of physical 
drill might be added. About 1,000 
children mighc be passed through 
\ each theatre daily, it was estimated. 
Mr. Pollock added that ‘a local 
branch of the’ Royal Asiatic Society 
i might be formed in the Colony. There 
ca was a branch im 1849 but at died in 
1859 and had not been heard of since.

task for little’ Hongkong.” 4 

‘Mr. Braga proposed amendments to 
vary para. (i) above to read:—“ To 
contribute towards. the promotion of 
good fellowship, etc.” and to vary 
para. (ii) by making it read:—To 
promote good fellowship by seeking 
the elimination of racial. disabilities’ 
within the Colony, ete.”

‘Lo asked the meeting to adopt the 
amendment put forward by Mr. Braga, 
As tothe promotion of good fellow- 
ship amopg nations he confessed he, 
did not hold the same definite 
opinion as Mr, Braga did about the 
task being too ambitious {or them, 
At the same time he saw no harm in 
the amendment, It they could 
achieve more so mueh the better and 
more to their credit, 
HONGKONG NOT A “NONENTITY.” 
Replying, ‘the chairman disputed 
Mr. Braga’s suggestion that Hongkong 
was a uouentity. He had remarked 
before, though he believed Mr. Braga 
was not present, Hongkong was 
amongst the first shippiug ports in 
the world and it eontained tle head 
office of the chief finauc.al institution 
in the Far Bast and of ‘the biggest 
marine insurance company in: the 
world, Mr. Pollock added that uv 
reply had yet been received froni 
Washington.

Mr. Braga said he'came to the 
meeting quite prepared tor his 
amendment to be defeated ; he did’ 
not suppose 
gathering as this‘he would succeed in’ 
carrying it. Tho “economic necessity” 
argument had been trotted out on 
every occasion that the: question of 
reservations had come. forward in 
Hongkong. Racial disabilities . did 
not exist only in the matter of 
habitation but ix commerce and other 
apheres.-—(Loud applause).
